“TRAMP” BERRY 
IS NO MORE. 


The Reputed Millionaire’s 
Leg Was Broken and 
He ‘Never Re- 


covered.

PADUCAH, Ky., Jan. 17.—James A. Berry, 
known as the millionaire tramp, is dead. He 
expired at 4 o'clock this morning at the New 
Richmond Hotel, where he had been for 
three weeks with a broken leg, sustained 
by falling off a platform while drunk. He 
began to grow worse and last week divining 
that the end was near, sent for a minister.

Berry was born at Glovereville, N. Y. 
When he was 15 years old he ran away 
from home and was gone 81 years. He 
drifted all around the country, doing any- 
thing that came handy that was not crim- 
inal. Much of his time was spent in IIli- 
nois. A good many years ago he rail- 
roaded on the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, and after that spent much time 
in the vicinity of Vernon; Ill With the 
aid of Henry Thompson, a bartender, he 
purchased a pruning outfit and made a 
little money in Southern Illinois counties 
as a nursery trimmer. 


Early last spring, according to his own 
account, he was herding cattle in Texaa, 
near the Mexico line. All of a sudden and 
unaccountably, after an absence of three 
decades, he became homesick and started 
to “hobo” his way back to New York. He 
found that his father, a physician, was 
dead, and that his brother, then wealthy, 
resided in New York City. Berry made

As soon as he received his money he 
started for the West, bringing $15.000 with 
him. He cut a wide swath and immediately 
became known as the tramp millionaire.

He left a zgigzag crimson 
streak wherever he went, and scorched the 
varnish off of the furniture whenever he 
dropped into a hotel.

The real battle for Draper’s life will be 
fought this week. It will be a battle royal. 
A sextet of the greatest criminal lawyers 
in the West will struggle to draw the ac- 
cused man back from the shadow of the 
| gallows. Pulling against them will be a 
quintet of lawyers less distinguished, but 
strong and able men, end a community 
which demands an eye for an eye. 

No man ever took the Mfe of another and 
had fewer apologists at his own home and 
among his own friends than C. L. Draper. 
“The People vs. C. L. Draper’ is not a 
mere legal form in his case. The issue is 
clearly joined. It is between the people of 
Jacksonville and C. L. Draper. 

Jacksonville is a wealthy and cultured 
city. Personal and civic pride are marked. 
The people abhor crime committed in the 
city as though it were done in their homes. 
They feel a pegsonal resentment toward the 
man who yiolateg the peace and dignity of 
the community. 

The circumstances surrounding the kill- 
ing of Hastings were so horrible that al- 
though aimost a year has pagsed since the 
tragedy they cannot be recalled without a 
shudder, 

Jacksonville, the seat of culture, became 
Jacksonville, the scene of crime. 

Draper killed Hastings and brought to 
the city a shameful fame. The city de- 
mands his life. 

So strong and general is the belief in his 
guilt that few who believed him [nnocent 
have had the courage to say so. His at- 
torneys urged this prejudice as cause for a 
change of venue, for which they petitioned 


the court. Judge Shirley did not grant it 
because State’s Attorney Miller presented 
a stack of affidavits that the defendant 
could get a fair tral in the county, where- 
as the defendant's attorneys could only get 
a few to the contrary. They found scores 
of people who freely admitted the existence 
of strong prejudice, but “it would hurt us 
in business or socially’ was the excuse 
given for faye to sign affidavits.

The taking of testimony began last 
Tuesday. In his opening address to the 
jury Col. D. P. Dyer oytlined a “double- 
barreled’ defense of self-defense and insan- 
ity. The main purpose of the attempt to 
prove Draper mentally trresponsible is to 
excuse his presence in the office of Judge 
Kirby the night of the tragedy. 

The fact that Draper was a trespasser in 
the office has weighed more heavily against 
him than anything else. 

“If that fight had occurred anywhere 
else,”” said Attorney Dyer Monday, “Draper 
would never have been indicted for mur- 
der. They are trying’ to convict and hang 
him for burglary on a charge of murder.” 

The skill of the defense will be exerted 
this week to remove the bad effect of this 
circumstance, The exctise offered for the 
presence of Draper in the office will be 
daring, but it will be urged with dexterity 
and eloquence, 

Draper will be depicted as a man whose 
troubles and persecutions, real or imagined, 
had unbalanced his mind to the extent of 
inculcating a conviction that, while the 
books in the office belonged to Judge Kirby, 
their contents, on which he had worked 
like a slave, 17 of the best years of his life, 
were his, and so firmly did he believe this, 
it will be contended, that although a re- 
ligious mam, and a man whose integrity 
had never been questioned, he thought it no 
wrong to open locked doors and go through 
the combination of a safe in order to get 
to them and use them to make a living for 
his familly.

The twe men had strug- 
gied all over the room apd blood was 
everywhere. The evidence against Draper 
was overwhelming. He did not attempt to 
cover U is tracks. He did not even fre- 
move his bloody clothing But he denied 
his guilt to the coroner. Afterward he 
admitted the killing, but claimed self-de- 
fense.

Both Husband and Wife Understood 


What Was Going to Be Done, as 
Clearly Shown by Letters 
Left Behind. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—John Matthews, a 
retail grocer, some time between last Satur- 
day night and this morning, murdered his 
wife and their two children, a boy, 10 years 
old. anda girl, 12, by hacking them to 
death with a hatchet. Matthews then,com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself im the 
head. Before dying, it believed, he 
turned on the gas with the intention, that 
asphyxiation should complete his murder- 
ous work. The crime was gommitted in a 
emall bedroom in the rear of the store 
kept by Matthews. The wife and her two 
children met death while asleep. It is sup- 
posed that Matthews had become despon- 
dent from pecuniary difficulties, 

The tragedy was discovered through the 
odor of escaping gas by a milkman. On 
the floor of the sleeping room the officer, 
who was summoned, found the corpse of 
Matthews. In his hand was a revolver, and 
there was a bullet hole just above his 
mouth. There were two beds in the room. 
On one of these lay Matthews’ wife. Her 
head was chopped and mangled almost be- 
yond recognition. On the other bed the 
two children lay side by side. Their faces, 
too, were frightfully cut and hacked. 

That the murders and 6euicide were 
meditated was evident. Maithews 
waiied until his wife and children 
asieep. Then he stripped himself 
waist, took the hatchet in his 
brained his wife. After that he 
hia children. 

‘rom letters left !t was ascertained that 
for some time Matthews had been intend- 
ing to end his own life. He had been in the 
dry goods business further up town and 
had failed. A few months ago he opened 
the grocery store and had met with litle 
success. His wife, a pretty little woman, 
had recently undergone a severe operation, 
It was these things evidently that prompted 
Matthews to write this letter which was 
found open and unaddressed:

I passed on to my office, got my lantern, 
then went to Kirby’s office, which I entered 
with my keys, first the lower front door, 
then the back office door upstairs. I lighted 
my lantern and opened the door of. the 
vault, the combinat‘on to which I well knew. 
My light was poor, being made from lard 
oiland lamp wick. So I opened my pocket- 
knife (which the Coroner has) and with 
the sharp-pointed blade, raised the wick 
of the lantern so as to makea better light, 
and them laid the knife open on the desk. 
I then took from the vault the first volume 
of the grantor and grantee index and laid 
it open on the desk next to the vault.

Pressure Brought to Bear on the Presi- 
dent to Demand Cessation of Hos- 
tilities on the Island for a 
Period of Sixty Days. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—No message has 
been received from Gen. Lee at Havana 
this morning. The last news from the Cuba 
capital stated that the city was quiet. 

The battleship Maine lies near Key West 
and it is said she will remain there until 
conditions change. Strong pressure is being 
brought to bear on President < ye to 
demand of Spain a cessation of hostilities 

, in Cuba for a period of 60 days, with a view 

' 10 arranging a settlement of the war 
through an arbitration commission. But it 
is not likely that the President will give 
this matter favorable consideration. 

The status of Cuban affairs in the 
House of Representatives has undergone no 
change as a result of recent events at 
Havana. Neither the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs nor the sub-committee on 
Cuba has had any meeting to consider this 
eubject, and no meeting is contemplated. 
Representative Adams of Pennsylvania is 
Chairman of the Cuban sub-committee, and 
he does not regard recent developments as 
Bufficient to warrant calling the sub-com- 
mittee together. 

Mr. Hitt, CHairman of the full committee, 
is reticent over the situation, but he has 
given no intimation thus far that he will 
call the committee's attent'on to the subject. 
No official information has been received 
from the State Department, and, in the 
absence of this, there is no bas's for action. 
Members of the committee and of the:House 
generally follow the Cuban developments 
with muiich interest, but further than th's 
there is no evidence of activity or of a 
change in the policy thus far maintained.

By it the children 
are taught to make for themselves everything 
conceivable Yor use in daily life—all articles

I read with much interest your article in last 
Sunday’s issue in regard to the punishment inflict- 
ed on three soldiers at Jefferson Barracks by order 
of Maj. Wessels. He compelled them to stand out 
in the cold and for nearly all day they were ex- 
posed to the inclemency of the weather, etc. No 
doubt the punishment was deserved; but the Major 
will undoubtedly come in for his share of censure 
ehould these men file applications for pension on 
the ground that they contracted rheumatism, bron- 
chitis, etc., at the time and tn the line of duty. 

If they prove that such was the case, and there 
were undoubtedly hundreds of witnesses to the 
fact of their exposure, there ts no way, except 
through a ruling of the commissioner that the 
Se peneens could avold placing their names on the 
rolls. 

The practice of the Pension Bureau ia to con- 
sider a soldier in line of duty when performing an 
act in accordance with the orders of his superior 
officer. 

Under the laws, soldiers of the regular army dis. 
abled in a pensionable degree in time of peace, 
while in the line of duty, are entitled to pension. 

That ermy numbers 23,00 men and that has been 
{ts maximum strength for years, yet the records 
show that nearly 33,900 claims have been filed since 
the close of the civil war, by men, or their heirs, 
who had chosen the military profession as a vo- 
cation.

As it is, the great ma- 
jority of persons employed in nine copora- 
tions in New Bedford and one corporation 
each in two Maine cities, will take upon 

' themselves the task of forcible resistance to 
the reduction. 

In New Bedford the nine corporationa rep- 
resent 22 mills, giving means of livel‘hood 
to nearly ten thousand persons. The strikes 

. will be directed by the labor unions, the 
lead being taken by the Mule Spinners’ 
Union, the National Executive Committee 
of which has sanctioned the strike of op-

Shortly after the death of Miss Foster, 
Fleming and his wife made a summer trip 
to Dubuque, Io., and this seems to have been 
the beginning of their troubles, for in less 
than two years they were divorced on a pe- 
tition from her, which he allowed to go by 
default. 

During the visit to Dubuque the Flemings 
made the acquaintance of a spiritualist 
named Ackerly. Mrs. Fleming became 
greatly interested in Ackerly, as he made 
her believe he could communicate with spir- 
its, both dead and alive. 

The result was that Mrs. Fleming had 
Ackerly take up his abode in her country 
home, where he was to receive $100 a month 
to carry on spiritualistic dialogues between 
the mother and the departed daughter. 

Ackerly’s presence in the house created 
trouble from the start and in a few months 
the breach between Fleming and his wife 
had widened to the point that caused her 
to sue for a divorce. As stated, she se- 
cured it without opposition, received °$90,- 
000 in cash as alimony and a few monthe 
later she married Ackerly. 

Mrs. Fleming died in 1890 and her fortune 
was divided among her sister, nieces and 
nephews and Ackerly. The latter received 
30,000, and it de¢ sald he is now a wealthy 
aundry owner in an Iowa town.

ST. FRANCIS XAVIER DEDICATED. 


Imposing and Impressive Ceremonial 
Marks a Day in Catholic History. 


St. Francis Xavier Church was dedicated 
Sunday. It stands at the corner of Grand 
avenue and Lindell boulevard, adjoining the 
St. Louis University of the Jesuit Fathers, 
Its architectural! lines are pleasing. Some 
experts in ecclesiastical edifice-building say 
it is the prettiest church in the world. In 
this city of handsome edifices devoted to 
sacred worship it is probably without equal. 

The ceremony attending yesterday's dedi- 
cation was impressive. The University 
Cadets, in full uniform, accompanied 
Father Grimmelsman, president of the uni- 
‘versity, to the residence of Archbishop 


Kain. Lieut. Johnson, U. 8S. A., and the 
Cadet Lieutenants on horseback, and 170 
boys in the ranks, headed by the Cadet 
Drum Corps and Band, made an inspiring 
escort. 

The Archbishop’s appearance was greeted 
by a bugle note. His Grace wore the pur- 
ple robes of his sacred office. Entering the 
carriage beside the university president, the 
procession moved down Vandeventer ave- 
nue to Olive street, to Grand avenue, to the 
church. 

The cadets formed a cordon around the 
church to prevent the crowd from interfer- 
ing with the ceremonial. ‘The procession 
formed in front of the university and was 
headed by the cross and candle bearers, 
who marched three abreast, After them 
came 40 acolytes. Some were dressed in 
o2urple, some in white, and some in red.

THE EVIDENCE NOT STRONG. 


IT IS BELIEVED, THOUGH, THAT A 
CHAIN OF CIRCUMSTANCES 
CAN BE FORGED, 


THE BOY’S WONDERFUL NERVE. 


He Admits Saying He Killed the Old 
Man, but Says It Was Only a 
Brag and Now Claims 
He Is Innocent. 


Leo Fischer, the 18-year-old boy arrested 
last Thursday charged with the murmer of 
John G. Doering at Belleville on Dec, 31, had 
a preliminary hearing Monday and was 
bound over to the grand jury. 

The evidence against him, while not 
strong, was deemed sufficient to warrant 
holding him. Several additional bits of evi- 
dence have been brought to light, which 
strengthen suspicion against him, but their 
bearing is as yet indirect and their value 
is uncertain, 

Last Wednesday Wiliam Althoff of 
Swansea found a boy’s coat under a small 
culvert behind his stable. Supposing it had 
been left there by some boys at play he took 
it out and hung it on the fence.: Shortly 
after he saw Fischer near hig house. 

Mr. Althoff notified the police Sunday of 
the finding of the coat. They went out and 
got it. It was wet and covered with mud, 
but on making a careful examination they 


found stains under the collar, on the lapel 
and on the left breast of the coat which 
looked very much like blood, 

The coat was shown to Fischer. He was 
asked if he had ever seen it. He said: 

“Yes, I saw it hanging, on a post at a 
house in Swansea last Wednesday. I start- 
ed to go into the house to ask for some.uin 
to eat, but _I saw a man in the yard, an 
as men very seldom give a fellow anything 
to eat. I went away and came back later.’ 
The man was not there then and he was 
given a dinner. 

He insisted the coat was not his and he 
had never seen kK except that once. The 
detectives have not been able so far to find 
anybody who ever saw him qwear the coat.
